DRD    EDWARD  L0    CLARK 
DIRECTOR   OF  NATURAL  RESOURCES 

Dr.    Edward  L,    Clark,    Director  for  the   Colorado  State  Depart- 
ment of  Natural  Resources  since  1959,    passed  away  at  his 
Littleton  home  on  March  7,    1962. 

A  graduate  of  Drury  College,    Mo.  ;  Iowa  State  University  and 
the  University  of   Missouri,    Dra    Clark  served  as  geologist  for 
the  National  Park  Service  in  Oregon,    became  a  professor  and 
chairman  of  the  geology  department  of  Drury  College,    was 
sent  to  Bolivia  and  Peru  as  a  mining  geologist,      In  1944  he 
was  appointed  State  Geologist  for   Missouri  and  a  member  of 
the  State  Highway  Commission.      Dr,    Clark  was  also  a  con- 
sultant to  President  Dwight  D.    Eisenhower's  cabinet  on  water 
resources. 

In  1955,    he  moved  to  Grand  Junction,    Colorado,    where  he  was 
vice  president  for  exploration  and  development  as  a  member  of 
the  board  of  directors  for  the  Four   Corners  Uranium  Corpora- 
tion until  his  appointment  by  Governor  Steve  Mc Nichols  in 
1959,    to  serve  as  the  first  director  for  the  State  Department 
of  Natural  Resources. 

Dr,    Clark  is  survived  by  his  wife  Catherine,    a  daughter, 
Mrs.    Don  Silsby  of  Olathe,    Kansas,    a  son,    Edward  L,  ,    Jr.  of 
Tullahoma,    Tennessee,    and  five  grandchildren,
